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Bars in crime areas face 
cutback in drinking hours

PUBS and clubs in the town centre are 
up in arms over ‘Early Morning 
Restriction Orders’ which could cost 
them money and jobs. 

Northampton Borough Council is 
considering bringing in EMROs across 
the borough which venues fear could 
force them to shut. 

The new policy would restrict the sale of 
alcohol between midnight and 6am in 
areas where it is considered there are 
alcohol-related crime and disorder issues. 

The only premises exempt from EMROs 
would be hotels which provide alcohol to 
customers through mini bars and room 
service. 

Hotels that serve alcohol in a bar, lounge 
or lobby would be affected by the new 
orders. EMROs will not apply to any 
premises on New Year’s Eve. 

The proposal to introduce the restric¬ 
tions will be studied by Northampton 
Borough Council’s licensing committee 
on Monday. 

Leader of the council, Cllr David 
Mackintosh, believes bringing in EMROs 
would help reclaim Northampton’s 
streets. 

He said: “There is a perception people 
are concerned about the night time 
economy and what is happening in 
Northampton. 

“We need to get a grip and reclaim our 
streets. 

“I have been out with the police and 
have seen the issues in Bridge Street on 


Friday and Saturday nights. Before some 
people go out they are pre-loading and 
then staying out and drinking even more. 

“I understand them wanting to have a 
good time but I fail to see why people 
would stay out drinking until 5am/6am.” 

Anna Sawer, manager at NB’s in Bridge 
Street, felt these additional restrictions 
would be bad news for her business. 

She said: “We (bars and clubs) are 
always being portrayed as the bad guys. 

“I do not agree with this and neither do 
my colleagues. 

“I understand there are issues in the 
town but there needs to be discussion, 

“If EMROs got put in place then I ought 
to hand my notice in. 

“We don’t need any more restrictions 
and I do not think other businesses will 
want this as well. 

“I have a young family and I come into 
work by 6pm and do not leave until 
3am/4am. 

“We are doing all we can to stop the 
trouble and spend £100,000 a year on 
security.” 

A similar view was taken by the manag¬ 
er at Revolution, also in Bridge Street, 
Seamus Burke, who felt there would be an 
increase in problems not a reduction as 
hundreds of people would be in the 
streets at the same time. 

He said: “If we had to close at 2am then 
it would cost us money and it would cost 
staff their jobs. We are open until 4am 
and do not let anyone in after 3am. 

“I think this is a bad idea and will 
damage the whole of the night time 
economy.”

A BODY discovered washed 
up at the side of the River 
Nene has yet to be identified. 

Emergency services were 
called to the riverbank near 
to Northamptonshire County 
Council's office in The Lakes, 
Northampton, on Friday 
afternoon. 

A member of the public 
reported seeing it in the 
water at around 1.30pm. 

The man’s body, which was 
visible for almost three 
hours, was moved from the 
scene at around 4pm. 

A large area of the riverbank 
was cordoned off while the 
fire service, police and 
coroner were at the scene. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion was conducted on 
Monday at Leicester Royal 
Infirmary. 

Officers are now waiting on 
further test results to 
confirm the cause of death, 
but these are expected to 
take between four and eight 
weeks. 

A formal ID is expected 
early next week. 

Last month Northampton¬ 
shire Police confirmed the 


River Nene had been 
searched as one route of 
enquiry for the body of 
missing man Artur Liana. 

Mr Liana, 32, was last seen 
leaving Borjia nightclub in 
Castillian Street on 
December 20. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Fleckney said at the time: 
“Mr Liana’s disappearance is 


completely out of character 
and we are extremely 
concerned about his welfare. 

“We have had a team of 
officers involved in looking 
for him since he went miss¬ 
ing and they have completed 
a thorough search of the 
town centre and the route Mr 
Liana would have used to get 
home in St Andrews Road. 


“Part of those efforts has 
also included a search of the 
River Nene as there is a 
chance that Mr Liana may 
have fallen into the water.” 

Police were joined by the 
Fire and Rescue service last 
month and searched from 
near St Andrews Road down¬ 
stream to the marina in 
Beckett’s Park. 


Woman, 27, dies after two 
car collision in rush hour 


Northampton’s MPs split over 
vote to legalise gay marriage 


A NORTHAMPTON woman 
has died following a crash in 
Bedfordshire. 

Laura Louise Miller, 27, of 
Watkin Terrace, 

Northampton, died at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital on 
Tuesday, fanuary 29. 

The collision, involving a 
VW Polo and Vauxhall 
Vectra, happened at around 
5.30pm on Monday on the 
old A421 in Marston 
Moretaine. 

Three other people were 
taken to hospital, including 
a baby, following the smash 
which closed the road for 
almost four hours. 

Ms Miller, who was known 
as Louise, had been trapped 
in her car. Her cause of 
death was listed as 
‘traumatic brain injury’. 

A friend, Waverley Clarke, 
wrote on Facebook: “I 
would give anything to be 
spending today with my 


Loubee as planned. It just 
doesn’t feel the same. I miss 
you so much beautiful! 
Thinking of you always 

Xxxxx” 

Two ambulance crews, a 
response car, a duty man¬ 
ager and a senior officer 
attended the scene. 

Dave Fountain, emergen¬ 
cy operations general man¬ 
ager for Bedfordshire, who 
was at the scene, said: “This 
was a very delicate incident 
for all our crews to deal 
with. 

“They worked closely 
alongside the fire and 
police service to treat, sta¬ 
bilise and immobilise a 
woman who was trapped in 
one car and care for a 
woman, man and a baby in 
the other car.” 

A coroner’s inquest was 
opened last Friday and 
adjourned for a full hearing 
at a later date. 


CONSERVATIVE MPs from 
across the county were split 
on the vote to legalise gay 
marriage. 

The bill was passed on 
Tuesday but there was no 
clear view from Northampton’s 
MPs on the issue. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, voted in 
favour of the bill, while South 
Northamptonshire MP Andrea 
Leadsom abstained from 
voting. 

In her blog, Mrs Leadsom 
explained the reasons behind 
her decision. 

She said: ‘I wholeheartedly 
believe that same-sex couples 
have as valid a relationship 
with their partner as do heter¬ 
osexuals. I also believe that in 
the eyes of the state we all 
deserve to be treated equally. 

‘I have deep sympathy with 
the hundreds of my constitu¬ 
ents who fear that legislation 
for same-sex marriage will 
profoundly encroach— 
although this may be unin¬ 
tended — on their right to live 
according to their faith.’ 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley, who is currently under¬ 


going chemotherapy for can¬ 
cer, did not vote but indicated 
that he would have voted 
against the bill if he had been 
in Westminster. 

Meanwhile Peter Bone, MP 
for Wellingborough, said 
Tuesday was ‘the saddest day 
of his Parliamentary life’. He 
said: “In my personal view I 
am disappointed by the result 
but on the other hand more 
than half of Conservative MPs 
voted against the bill. 

“I am not opposed to civil 
partnership but I am opposed 
to gay marriage. As a Christian 
my faith tells me marriage is 
between a man and a woman 
and to me that is the be all 
and end of the argument.” 

If it becomes law, the bill will 
enable same-sex couples, who 
are currently able to engage in 
civil partnerships, to get 
married in both civil and 
religious ceremonies. 

Gay couples will only be 
allowed to marry in religious 
ceremonies with the consent 
of religious institutions.

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‘Unsafe’ cabs taken off road after failing safety checks 


ELEVEN private hire vehicles and one 
Hackney taxi have been taken off the road 
immediately or given a delayed prohibition 
order after the latest round of surprise safety 
checks. 

Northampton Borough Council enforcement 
officers joined the police and Vehicle & 
Operators Services Agency last Friday to 
carry out the safety checks. 

During the six-hour operation, from 4-1 Opm, 
36 vehicles were stopped and inspected to 
check that they were roadworthy and met 
public safety standards 

During the spot check, seven cars were 
immediately taken off the road because they 
failed to meet safety standards. 


Offences included serious mechanical 
faults, dangerous tyres and lighting issues. 

Another five drivers were issued with 
delayed prohibitions giving them four days to 
rectify the faults. 

Altogether 13 drivers were cautioned for 
breaching the conditions of their taxi licence. 
Advice and warnings were also given to a 
number of other drivers. 

Taxis licensed to operate in Northampton 
must pass two scheduled safety tests during 
the year to make sure they meet the 
standards set by the council’s licensing 
conditions. 

Councillor Christopher Malpas, chairman of 
Northampton Borough Council’s licensing 


committee, said: “The result of this latest 
spot check is disappointing. These vehicles 
are used to carry members of the public and 
our number one concern is for their safety. 

“There is absolutely no excuse for drivers 
who fail to keep their vehicles roadworthy 
and in good condition. 

“If all drivers checked their vehicles before 
starting work then the majority of faults could 
have been sorted out. 

“They have a duty to do this and we have a 
duty to make sure that they do. 

“As well as the six monthly checks we will 
continue to carry out the spot checks, and we 
will take action against all drivers who flout 
the conditions of their licence.” 


Tearful Gazza leaves 
sports fans stunned

FOOTBALL legend Paul Gascoigne 
was admitted to rehab in the USA 
this week just days after suffering a 
breakdown on stage in Northampton. 

Gascoigne, affectionately known by 
fans as Gazza, was speaking at a 
Cobblers charity dinner last Thursday 
evening. 

Onlookers at the Park Inn Hotel were 
staggered as Gascoigne was helped on 
stage by aides, before unleashing a 
torrent of swear words. 

He opened by telling his fans that 
he’d ‘had a f***ing hard month’, after 
seeing a friend, also being treated for 
alcoholism, die while holding his 
hand. 

The 45-year-old was seen shaking 
uncontrollably throughout his ten 
minutes on stage, before eventually 
breaking down in tears and led off. 

On Tuesday it emerged that the 
former England star had been admit¬ 
ted to Cottonwood clinic near Tuscon, 
Arizona, on Monday night. 

Punters had paid more than £50 for 
the evening, and one of those attend¬ 
ing was former Northampton player 
Andy Holt. 


Holt later posted on Twitter: “Possibly 
the saddest thing I’ve ever seen. I’m sat 
watching Paul Gascoigne whose (sic) 
on stage. 

“He’s an absolute wreck. So sad! I 
knew he would be bad and expected 
him to be drunk but what I saw was a 
broken man! It was horrible.” 

A statement issued by Gazza’s 
management company, GamePlan 
Solutions, said: ‘Alcoholic Paul has 
been experiencing a tough time of late. 

‘He has been asking for help and has 
willingly been admitted to a treatment 
centre in America. 

‘He has complex issues that are 
currently being dealt with by profes¬ 
sionals. 

‘Paul has been extremely over¬ 
whelmed by the generous offers of help 
and support over the past few days.’ 

Gascoigne’s agent Terry Baker, who 
tried to conduct the disastrous inter¬ 
view on stage, has since come out and 
said that his client ‘needed help’. 

After news of the disturbing charity 
appearance made front pages in 
many national newspapers, 
Gascoigne was reported not to 
remember anything of his appear¬ 
ance in the town, saying: “What 
happened in Northampton?”

Traders’ worries as 
fees increase looms

STREET traders could have to 
pay double for pitching if plans 
are approved by the council. 

The proposals have come 
under fire. One company, ice 
cream manufacturers E Gallone 
Ltd, who said the increase was a 
‘knee jerk reaction’. 

John O’Boyle, proprietor of 
Job’s Mobile Catering, sent in a 
letter of objection to the council 
saying this could put some 
people out of business. 

The increases are intended to 
bring fees into line with similar 


sized towns and help cover the 
costs of the licensing service. 

Street trading fees have not 
been reviewed since 2003. 

If approved, the cost for a street 
trader in a standard location, 
such as an industrial park, will 
rise to £200 a year for one trading 
and £1,400 for seven days. 

The price of a premium park 
location, such as Abington Park, 
will rise to £300 a year for one 
trading day a week and £2,100 for 
seven days. 

The committee will also be 
asked to agree a pricing struc¬ 
ture for introducing street trad¬ 
ers in prime town centre loca¬ 


tions. At the moment there are 
no approved street trading 
pitches in the town centre, but 
the proposals could see licensed 
traders being allowed to sell 
goods on an ad-hoc basis. 

Cllr Christopher Malpas said: 
“Most of the people who took 
part in the consultation accept¬ 
ed that our fees were a lot less 
than other towns and so weren’t 
entirely surprised by what is 
being proposed. 

“Nonetheless we appreciate 
that if amended, the changes 
will make a difference to them.” 

If approved, the new fees will 
come into force on April 1.

Ten factors behind

LARGE numbers of staff leaving 
and a breakdown in monitoring 
have been blamed for 999 calls 
not being answered. 

In an independent report 
scrutinising performance at 
Northamptonshire Police, it says 
there was not ‘one single factor’ 
but a combination of ten. 

They included not recognising 
that staff would quit during 
change, ‘over-estimating’ 
productivity levels of employees 
and a breakdown in perfor¬ 
mance of the management 
chain. 

In a bid to make savings a 
number of redundancies were 
made and in May a number of 
staff resigned leaving the Force 
Control Room (FCR) under¬ 
staffed. 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam Simmonds 
requested the report after 
learning about problems in the 
control room. 

The document highlights that 
in iuly and August last year the 
percentage of calls answered 
within the requisite ten seconds 
fell dramatically to a low of 56 
per cent. 

During this same period the 
number of 999 calls made to the 
force hit a peak. 

The number of abandoned 
calls also increased when call 
handling deteriorated. 

Since this time, the FCR has 


implemented changes in its 
services which has seen an 
increase in efficiency. 

Mr Simmonds said: “During 
my campaign to be elected 
Northamptonshire’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner, many 
people told me they had 
concerns about the answering 
of 999 calls by the 
Northamptonshire police con¬ 
trol room. 

“I looked into this and was 


disappointed by what I found. 
So I promised that if I was 
elected I would commission a 
full scrutiny of what was going 
wrong. 

“We are the first police and 
crime commission in the coun¬ 
try to undertake this kind of 
independent scrutiny, which is 
an important part of our role. 

“I am pleased that this thor¬ 
ough scrutiny has been carried 
out. Dramatic improvements

With regards to Guide dogs being no more 
important than other attacks. The difference is 
that their owners are helpless being blind. 

Can you imagine if this happened to you. You 
cannot attempt to protect your dog and if the 
dog is seriously injured, what can you do? 

You can’t get home, you can’t get your dog to 
the vet as you are unable to travel anywhere 
without him/her. Not to mention the damage 
done mentally to the guide dog as they are 
trained to ignore other dogs. 

I think Staffordshire bull terriers can be OK 
in the right hands but still need to be under 
control at all times. 

They can be unpredictable. I have met sever¬ 
al who compete at agility very well but when 


they are overexcited, I have also seen how they 
can turn aggressive. 

There are many that don’t give any cause for 
concern, likewise any breed of dog. Re com¬ 
ments about dogs should be kept on leads in 
public places, not on main road, but in park, or 
common land away from any road - what a 
ridiculous rule. 

If one owns a large dog they need a great 
amount of exercise, in particular off lead, they 
would become frustrated and could result in 
a future problem if kept on leads. 

As for using a training lead, you obviously 
haven’t practised with one and like extended 
leads, no way would you have any more 
control if your dog got spooked or decided to 
attack something. 

The dog’s strength out-weighs human 
strength if a dog was out of control. Any law in 
the future that is changed will not stop any 
attacks, as the people who let their so-called 
precious pets get out of control think they are 
above the law.

PRINCESS Anne is to visit the 
town today - two weeks after her 
brother was here. 

Her Royal Highness will first 
unveil a memorial plaque to 
commemorate the county’s 
firefighters at Brixworth County 
Park. 

Children from Brixworth

Council left to 
bury the dead

IN the past three years 
Northampton Borough 
Council (NBC) has 
carried out more than 80 
public health funerals. 

These are needed when a 
person dies in the 
borough and has no 
money or family who can 
come forward to pay for it. 

It would be a basic 
service to minimise the 
cost to the local taxpayer. 

If arrangements have 
already been made, such 
as instruction to a funeral 
director, NBC will not be 
responsible for any costs 
incurred. 

In 2010/11 there were 19 
public health funerals in 
Northampton borough, 37 
in 2011/12 and 25 so far 
this financial year - 
2012/2013. 

Northampton Borough 
Council does carry out 
burials as part of public 
health funerals. 

It also erects a headstone 



containing the deceased’s 
name, date of birth and 
date of death. The cost of 
what was once known as a 
‘pauper funeral’ sets NBC 
back between £1,200 to 
£1,500. 

Councillor fohn Caswell, 


Northampton Borough 
Council’s cabinet member 
for environment, said: 
“Unfortunately every year 
a handful of people will 
die without any family or 
friends who can take care 
of their final arrange¬ 
ments. 

“In these circumstances 
the local authority has a 
statutory duty to arrange 
for a simple funeral 
service. 

“In the majority of cases 
we will recover some or all 
of the costs from the estate 
of the deceased.” 

The rules and regula¬ 
tions state under the 
Public Health (Control of 
Diseases) Act 1984 where 
no suitable funeral 
arrangements have been 
made, or are being made, 
for a deceased person 
public bodies, such as 
Northampton Borough 
Council and Northampton 
General Hospital, have a 
duty to arrange the 
funeral. They would be 
told by the coroner.

THE county council has picked BT to 
provide superfast broadband across 
Northamptonshire. 

The authority is aiming for 90 per cent of 
premises in the county to have superfast 
(24Mbps and above) broadband speeds 
by the end of 2015, with the intention of all 
premises being able to access at least 
2Mbps. 

These superfast speeds will be made 
possible by the deployment of Next 
Generation Access infrastructure. 

The decision is subject to the approval 
and a report outlining the proposal will 
be heard at a council meeting on 
Wednesday. 

Broadband Delivery UK has allocated 
£4.08 million of funding for the 
Northamptonshire initiative, which will 
be matched by the county council.

A NEW drug and alcohol service 
has been launched across the 
county. 

Health and social care chari¬ 
ty CRI has been commissioned 
by Northamptonshire County 
Council and will work in part¬ 
nership with two voluntary 
organisations. 

They are The Bridge, which 
provides drug recovery servic¬ 
es, and Aquarius, which 
specialises in alcohol treat¬ 
ment after care support. 

Among the more traditional 
services, staff will be equipped 
with new technology to aid 
their work. 

There is a potential that video 
communication programme 
Skype could be used in the 
future to speak with users. 

With premises in 
Northampton, Welling¬ 
borough, Kettering, Daventry 
and Corby, the Integrated 
Recovery Service is hoping to 
reach about 1,500 people in the 
county. 

When it launched on Friday, 
1,400 people were automati¬ 
cally transferred to the service 
through their GPs. 

CRI won the tender for the 
service last November and has 
been working since then to get 
up and running. 

The scheme does not just 
deal with ‘traditional’ drugs, 
like heroin, but is being used

by people who take ‘legal 
highs’ more frequently now. 

Deputy director Nic Adamson 
said: “There is a whole range of 
drug use in Northamptonshire 
and we have a whole range of 
services to deal with them. 

“We know that use of heroin 
is declining but these new 
‘legal highs’ are increasing 
and the risks of them are not 
fully understood. 

“At a national level we are at 


the forefront of the agenda on 
this and it is something that 
we will be able to help within 
Northamptonshire.” 

The aim is also to work with 
communities, and some of the 
smaller towns like Rushden 
and Brackley, to find out 
exactly what can be done in 
specific areas. 

Nic said: “We want to be able

RUGBY UNION

LIKE many of his countrymen, 
Northampton Saints’ American 
lock Samu Manoa was up late on 
Sunday night watching the Super 
Bowl. 

Although he is a fan of the 
Oakland Raiders, he was still 
cheering on bitter rivals, the San 
Francisco 49ers, as they almost 
pulled off a comeback from 21-3 
down in the second quarter before 
losing 34-31 to the Baltimore 
Ravens. 

Manoa hails from the Bay Area, 
so was happy to put the Oakland- 
San Franciso rivalry aside for one 
night to back the other team from 
the region he grew up in. 

But it was rugby rather than 
American football that was his 
sport of choice. Given that he is of 
Tongan descent, and his grandfa¬ 
ther and father both played at 
international level for their coun¬ 
try, it is perhaps not surprising. 

“I chose rugby because I love it,” 
said Manoa. “Rugby has been in 
the family since my grandparents 
and for me it’s more fun than play¬ 
ing football. 

“You get to move a lot, but in foot¬ 
ball you have one specific job and 
in that position you can only do so 
many things.” 


At 6’6” tall and weighing just over 
19 stone, it is easy to see Manoa 
slotting in on an American football 
field. He may have also gone down 
the path of professional wrestling, 
following in the footsteps of his 
uncle, Sione Vailahi, who went 
under the ring name of The 
Barbarian in the WWF and WCW. 

Family is clearly something 
which is important to the 27-year- 
old, even though he is separated 
from his parents, four brothers 
and two sisters by the Atlantic 
Ocean and several thousand 
miles. 

He still keeps in regular phone 
contact with them, knowing that 
his father will still have plenty of 
advice for him whenever the fam¬ 
ily have tuned in to see him play¬ 
ing for the Saints on TV. 

“Every game I play, my family 
will stay up when they come on TV 
at four or five in the morning,” said 
Manoa. “Pops will tell me what I 
did wrong when I call him and yell 
at me because he is Pops, but 
they’re all happy.” 

While attention is focussed on 
Manoa at present, the family are 
also tracking the progress of his 
brother Luke Kaumatule, who is 
on an American football scholar¬ 
ship at top college Stanford. 

Despite rugby being his love and 
now career, Manoa still takes plen¬ 
ty of inspiration from his home¬ 
land’s preferred oval ball sport, 
particularly from players such as 


Ravens linebacker Ray Lewis. The 
37-year-old brought the curtain 
down on his 17-year-old career by 
helping his team to victory in 
Sunday’s Super Bowl and Manoa 
believes he has attributes that any 
team sport can benefit from. 

“Every team should have a Ray 
Lewis,” said Manoa. “His speeches 
are really good and they fire a lot of 
people up. 

“When you listen to him talk 
before games and during games, 
he still keeps the players motivat¬ 
ed to keep going. When they’re 
down and he starts to speak, it 
picks a lot of people up and ups 
their game.” 

Manoa is in no doubt as to who 
Northampton’s equivalent of 
Lewis is - back row star Phil 
Dowson. Indeed, Manoa believes 
that the 31-year-old’s words of 
wisdom are just what the Saints 
need at this present time. 

Although Manoa has carried on 
the form that saw him named in 
the 2011/12 Aviva Premiership 
dream team in his debut cam¬ 
paign, his club have faltered and 
have not met the expectations that 
many have of them.
